And the Credo, too, has its arching emotional climax shock be- 
tween the Crufixus and Resurrexit—a shock not often found 
the great glory Masses that ennobles the centuries between 
Machaut and Bach. One finds and feels emotion this mass- 
structure the familiar sense dramatic wholeness, supported upon 
the distinction and separation definitively dramatized sections, like 
that which sets apart the Mass minor Bach and the Solemn 
Mass Beethoven from the eloquently flowing musical liturgy that 
has been all times the accepted music the Roman Catholic 
Church. Palestrina, for all his marvels, does not dramatize, nor Jos- 
quin, nor Byrd; the composers whom the church has excluded 
who dramatize, usually operatic manner, and who sentimentalize. 

Monteverdi one finds reaching towards wholeness, the ful- 
fillment the dramatic poem, the lesser epic Italian poetry. And 
Passions, oratorios, large cantatas and motets, one finds 
urge, not urgency, centralize, build structure large 
parts; and again the urge becomes final urgency the work 
Bach. His Passions, too seldom performed complete, are best heard 
complete, the full sum all and not portion their parts. His 
motets, his cantatas, his suites, even his toccatas are, comparison 
with their predecessors, not additive, not merely continuous, but whol- 
thought. After Bach, after few years wavering, the victory 
structure becomes final new sort structure, the symphony, the 
sonata, the opera conceived unity Mozart and passed him 
Wagner and Verdi, the collection structural units, alike not 
merely resemblance but tough inner consistency, like the Pre- 
ludes and Fugues Bach, which the Etudes Chopin are the 
most distinguished examples. 

From our historical viewpoint attempt legislate for and judge 
all music authority these few exceptions. This has been our 
music, and our attitude towards and determined has condi- 
tioned our attitude towards all music. Listing these triumphs the 
emotionalized human mind imposing its unique consistency human- 
istic reason and humane emotional comprehension upon the fluidity 
music one feels again awe it. How few such minds there have 
been and how powerfully they have confirmed the sanctions their 
understanding upon art that nearly all other examples, all 


cultures, has rather accompanied, meditated upon, elaborated, 
embellished thought with music released music art itself, 
apart from the expression thought. Bach the relationship man 
the divine not only expressed, the great sequence the 
Catholic composers—and here use Catholic the inclusive mean- 
ing—but explained, Aquinas Dante. Mozart the drama 
serves longer vehicle music but the very source music;

such drama. Beethoven the rule order, the fulfilling awareness 
knowedge ordered emotion and emotion participating 
universal order, made explicit Spinoza Kant. begin 
speaking forms universal, disregarding the concrete and par- 
ticular fact that each example each particular and unique, 
individual and not abstract, not generalization but final fact.

seeing Beethoven all emotion, Mozart all melody, Bach the 
genius vitalized counterpoint—sentimentalizing, sweetening, chill- 
ing the very heart that beats their work, denying avoidance its 
unity mind-shaped feeling, preferring rather analyze and ex- 
plain its structure, accept blindly its reassuring affirmation (that for 
some odd reason call tragic), wade the shallows its 
emotionalism. 

How short has been the period musical structure and how pre- 
cariously now hangs upon destruction! Brahms and Wagner 
already coming apart, its unity insistence rather than assertion, 
screwed and nailed together devices. Mahler sings its elegy. 
Schoenberg has disassembled and remodeled new counter- 
point, and the formal structure flows steadily towards new pol- 
yphony. Stravinsky, never formal master this tradition, has vigor- 
ously renounced it. The conservative rush defend tonality mis- 
leading. Stravinsky only the latest the masters show how 
structural intentions can into non-structural tonal counter- 
point. thus nearer affinity Clementi than Beethoven.

What Mondrian meant lyricism 
particular interest now. maintained that 
lyricism stresses the individual, and the sanc- 
tity personal interpretation. poison 
which anesthetized the artist against the 
underlying truths nature. Lyricism, or, per- 
sonal interpretation, contains the principles 
tragedy and chaos—two elements which could 
never bring forth plastic language. 

Mondrian were alive today would 
probably dismayed the increasing in- 
stead decreasing influence lyricism. 
had thought that with the invention neo- 
plasticism, art would move steadily toward 
universal goal eliminating totally 
the need for the individual artist. Instead, 
artists have tended more and more toward 
idiosyncratic philosophies, especially the 
United States where the disciplines established 
the Cubists and Neo-Plasticists were not 
directly experienced. 

Today, millions units individualism 
exist. are faced with inventing means 
for taking measure, least, discovering 
the relationships among them. were 
take extremes the hypothesis that art be- 
comes progressively more solipsistic, then 
would impossible evaluate single work 
since all being different, all would equal. 
But that absurd. There must pattern. 

appears now that there marked 
trend toward genuine lyricism. Not the 
pejorative lyricism Mondrian but rather, 
lyricism which accounts for particular visual 
beauty and physical nature, interpreted strict- 
accordance with individual temperament. 

The genesis the trend can simply out- 
lined. Growing out Cubism, number 
painters rejected the superficial attributes 
Cubism. That is, they cast out geometric sim- 
plifications and got rid literary references. 
They accepted, however, the most important 
discovery the Cubists: psychological space 
rendering. Shoving aside Cubism, American 
painters found expressionism. the surface, 
expressionism seemed flexible. The confining 
rules structure were absent cleverly con- 
cealed. Using the Cubists’ space and the Ex- 
freedom, Americans evolved 
baroque manner which satisfied urgent 
need break with the forms Cubism. 
Gorky, Pollock and deKooning were typical 
agents for the new individualism. But, after 
all the asserting had been done, there was 
still another step taken. The painter 
had new means, but what? What was 
the content the new painting? 

For many painters the answer has come 
through re-examination lyricism. Painters 
today are not averse orthodox use 
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abstraction. That is, they regard their paintings symbols and 
insist the metaphoric significance their work. 

There can question that these are the tough years for 
painters. Working through rapid succession changes, painter 
today olways danger moral breakdown. For, there are 
reassuring echoes himself. Each temperament projected must first 
its own measure: Hegelian tenet still useful, seems. Hegel: 
happens heaven earth—whatever happens eter- 
nally—and what wrought time moves toward one aim: that the 
spirit aware itself, that finds itself, itself, and one with

Philip Guston, one the major figures the lyrical movement, 
has just had show the Sidney Janis Gallery which gives strong 
impression not being anything else dependent 
anything His new work disturbing, even times baffling.

must remembered that Guston began academic painter. 
was subtle craftsman whose realistic portraits and genre scenes 
were tender, melancholy, time invested with social protest.

His illustrations for For- 
tune Magazine were among the best they ever had. And his serious 
paintings were endowed with supra-realist qualities which presaged 
his abrupt turn abstraction. There was yearning for poetic 
expression. 

When Guston turned abstraction, the breakaway was mostly 
technical. first suppressed the elegant modeling his older style. 
abandoned the traditional apparatus underpainting favor 
alla prima experiment. Then, broke the surface painting 
thick and thin, rough and smooth according inner promptings. 
concentrated scuttling the old, Guston lost, could not 
bring out his meaning. was groping. His feelings were vague, 
his paintings confessions dilemma. (For all that, his craft enabled 
him create some beautiful vacant canvases.) One quality, how- 
ever, distinguished him from many the New York painters: deep 
tenderness and susceptibility nature, his own and that the 
cosmos.

Coming into the gallery was like coming into summer house, full 
filtered light and diffusing special atmosphere. ability 
make paint source light gives the ensemble his work 
unity. Although pinks and grays are his colors, the impression 
creates associated with water, flowers, wind. always projects 
light which suggests dawn dusk. So, for all his individualism, 
Guston has found his work expressive linguistically inexpressible 
universals. And this sense, said before, has succeeded 
inventing new, instrumental language. 

How does one analyze painting removed from familiar experi- 
ence? Where are the canons for evaluating this work? The only 
beginning can come from acknowledging the degree emotional 
impact. These paintings evoke. They even evoke specific emotions. 
Some are calm like deep lakes, some are troubled and convey turmoil 
beneath their surfaces. Some come from deep complex sub- 
liminal emotion, some from more available sources. There must 
moments Guston's process when takes the same kind pleasure 
that old master, say Ruysdael, must have known when painted 
the banked clouds and oblique light Dutch landscape. For, light 
and visual magic themselves are responsible for some 
paintings. 

begin acknowledging the emotional draw the paint- 
ings, can then try find the reasons for it. But impossible 
make neat dissection for work perhaps more than 
any other contemporary, ambiguity must accepted without too 
much inquiry.

THE HOUSE: The site irregular shaped acre, approximately 200’ 230’. The terrain level, 
except for low rolling hill that begins rise within 30’ the rear the property line.

The house planned for family four children, and plan organization and room sizes were 
governed specific program set forth the client. There are separate bedrooms for the children, 
two boys and two girls, all under eight years age. These rooms are minimum size, with one bath 
serving each pair rooms. The baths have Crane tub-shower units and dual lavatories set Micarta- 
faced cabinets. Panaview aluminum-framed sliding glass walls open the children’s bedrooms 
garden court walled with Davidson hollow clay block and Luxlite translucent glass framed with 
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square steel tubing. There are Panaview 
aluminum-framed sliding glass door units. These 
units were selected for their ease detail and 
installation, their ease and quietness opera- 
tion, their complete weothersealing and anti- 
rattling qualities. For controlled ventilation, each 
bedroom also has 
Leader glass jalousie unit. 

The beds are framed with 
steel channel, and are cantilevered from the 
wall. Mattresses are core stock foam rubber 
plywood slabs. Each bedroom has two beds.

The master bedroom wing includes study, 
sleeping, dressing and bathing areas.

musical. Gregorian chant, which the word paramount, becomes 
organum, which the original meaning inflected second line 
meaning, and then subsides motivic recollection cantus 
firmus. Speech dramatized setting notes for its inflection becomes 
recitative, and the assumption release aria, which reality 
anything but spontaneous. our century the process has begun over 
again with sprechstimme and Schoenberg's operatic use speech 
Moses and Aron, Harry spoken song-chants and King 
Oedipus. contrary manner the wandering Buddhist monk, put- 
ting aside words, the snares reflection, preserved the spirit re- 
flection the music his pipe. the ancient shepherd, deprived 
conversation, spun music out silence with his flute. Are these 
expressions release less spiritual less sacred than more highly 
organized music? 
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every age, greater less degree, according the extrem- 
ity its interest, reason has desired recapture music, impose 
form the formality recurrence. speak architecture 
frozen music, why not music melted architecture? Because the 
desire reason immortalize itself architectonic forms, 
freeze forever the inwardness its culture shape that cannot 
destroyed. recognize formal meaning, the enduring brass es- 
thetically organized language, substantive with architecture. But 
not speak this likeness, because culture highly organ- 
ized reason both develop parallel. 

So, the centuries preceding our own, Western European reason, 
its desire for rational organization all processes, slowly made 
music captive, and celebrate this captured music our own. But 
forget that this organization only end-product, that music 


begins freedom, meaningful release from meaning. have 


deprived ourselves, degree that our cultural imagination 
scarcely able realize, this release from meaning. When 


celebrate our music the formal imposition final meaning, 


decided form, matter how variously filled out with content, cut 
ourselves off from the tentative, the search for meaning and its ques- 
tioning sound, that the origin esthetic music. make nec- 
essary for ourselves school learn the formulas which 
music, understand it, must composed, subject analy- 


sis, set hierarchies which the more remote, the more substan- 


tially difficult, the more final best. And because cannot reach 
this best, except second third hand, through others, make nec- 
essary the cult genius and its guidance (as well the perversion 
mere difficulty and mere largeness.) And insofar cannot carry 
genius like birthmark, believe that are cut off from making 
music for ourselves. 


Now the curious fact about all this that our most formal music did 
not, except rare instances, begin with form. began with formal- 


ism and improvisation, with making music search pretense 
form. Some forms triumphed, and did some pretenses. Other 


forms, for reasons not altogether explained music histories, 


were found wanting lost currency; some pretenses grafted them- 


selves form become its modifiers. the manual instructive 
pieces Bach wrote for his children are given, clearly and complete- 


ly, means, not precisely method, which improvisation gen- 


erates form. the Gradus Parnassum are given series 
devices, which not, spite their intention, generate any true 


pretenses, formality, which itself can excite emotion the play- 
ing but can never, that method, become form. Yet through the 
nearby workmanship Haydn this formalism did become substantive 


form. the technique formal counterpoint are given collec- 


tion pretenses, which, though never itself capable form, has 
modified music its search form. 

But where all this embellishment? effect means peren- 
nially destructive any form? Curt Sachs right when tells 
Palestrina: ‘‘Alas, the solemn, ethereal chords and the simple, stately 


voice parts Roman polyphony were never heard the sober form 


that the scores suggest. The Romans counted the art melodic 


diminution, however little such practice seems, from our viewpoint, 


logical one Rome. The singers the Papal Chapel were 
famous for their skill dissolving the plain notation their music 


sheets fluent graces and coloraturas. Upon seeing the few 
motets that contemporary masters wrote down the form 
which they were performed, experienced disillusion about 
great the one our fathers had when they realized that the temples 


and statues the Greeks had not been 

right, course, but right backwards. Our search for 
form were paradigm scientific simplicity has way be- 
trayed our senses; has made reasonable, part our search 
for abstract, reasonable form, denial esthetic fact. The color 
and the coloratura bridged the gap between living experience and 
the architectonic formality. The Greek was more Gothic, the poly- 
phony more elaborately decorative than we, feeling them ideally and 
not obliged live with them, believe necessary. The plain white 
our Greek-imitation architecture usually sentimental, and often 
dirty. Knowledge our more ancient music has informed that 
full dances and love songs, that even the intricate Ockeghem 
did not disdain write. Reconsidering the once formidable de-

Taking fresh look behind the frowning mask Beethoven dis- 
cover inspired comedian, laughter loud and lasting the 
most tragic utterance. Looking behind the greater masters dis- 
cover the enduring charm and attraction the less. Pergolesi smiles 
us, and the delicious Jannequin grins. 


And so, revolt against the priority abstract form that has cut 
off from the simpler origins music which existed fruitfully every 
other age—and which may claimed, apart from its extreme com- 
mercialism, exist today popular music— invite you recon- 
sideration embellishment, the paint the white statue, the colora- 
tura the polyphony that brings art within reach daily use daily 
living. Not yet restatement the conventions which such 
things have been done but simply the reminder that they can 
done, that music grows from them, and that such music the sort 
yourselves can make. 

Our love genius, which deserves love, has betrayed mis- 
understanding. believe that genius, being removed from our- 
selves, remote. fact always our possession. Genius 
manner revelation, and revelation experience that, our 
materialistic epoch, prefer take second hand. Leave gen- 
ius the geniuses think, assume not thinking, and give what 
call success. Thus form realized substitution somehow 
equated with success. dangerous temptation the student 
form, when believes that going school can have form 
readymade. 

For me, read any history music ask questions which 
cannot answer. history music begins with what know rather 
than with what wish know beyond that. This further knowledge 
must come out hearing and from making music. Such knowledge 
has often been sentimentalized the adulation language for what 
too easily put beyond our reach. need praise and reach. 

not dangerous sit keyboard and sound tones which 
make music for themselves. not dangerous for skilled musician 
improvise without written notes. risk taken when, reading 
sight the older music, one inserts freely some the embellishments 
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that were then practised. The risk, the danger are only our minds, 
cramped their scholarly inhibition which tells that cannot 
these things well. Risking the danger, rather forgetting it, can 
free ourselves make natural medium our release. The easiest 
method reviving our interest the uses embellishment, 
going back earlier music and accustoming ourselves ex- 
ploit the improvisatory styles embellishment which such music 
was made and which was read. This seems first thought diffi- 
cult, and scholarly effort impossible—how can know for cer- 
tain anything right? But don't know, why should 
care, when are able doing this feel the ancient dances and 
fantasies come life our awakening? The answer is: try it. 

All this way prelude article the uses embel- 
lishment that have been wanting for long time write. Now, hav- 
ing cleared the way, hope write it, and having written and 
offered use, have used. From that use, your risk, your ex- 
periment freedom, hope have report, your report, able 
persuade you try it—not speculate about but try it. The only 
salvation for our music, cramped and restricted has become 
high Tibetan passes scholarship and public demonstration, 
liberate both from and ourselves, return music currency 
method release. Spiritual release, emotional release, esthetic 
release, without labor, should our goal. releasing ourselves 
shall release our art, our composers, our glaciated audience, for 
reawakened use music, the whole music, not only what 
records and the public ear.

terpoint for the close-toned background and their commentary can 
read. They are suspended, reflected, and later work, 
they chatter and shudder against mass reflections. 
rougher. The pinks are thicker, the grays more moody. 
Still later, the strikes dominate the whole. They surge 
and pitch the center the canvas, thrusting upward until, unex- 
pectedly, weighty horizon clapped on. Curiously, Guston man- 
ages suggest the swell color, the sound bronze this paint- 
ing its tension. have heard people say that there tension 
work. But there the massed forms against unde- 
fined and therefore omnipotent space. variation 
occurs which moves the horizon, and which makes the central 
forms unit, turning over like jack. tense, nervous painting. 

the most recent paintings, Guston conveys specific sensation 
which believe the essence them all. They describe the 
surge, the undertow experience. Behind the visible plane the 
swelling, hardly-contained energy nature. the surge love, 
the sea, landscape. Above rides the heavy, decisive gesture 
man the thick strokes. They are assertions regard the 
the surge. And they express perfectly the contrast beauty and 
violence. (It precisely the contrary elements painting 
which Mondrian deplored.) Because the synthesis lyrical and 
expressionist valences Guston has made important contribution 
the resolution contemporary problems.

Another the confirmed, serene lyricist some 
standing, Theodoros had his first show three years 
the Betty Parsons Gallery. Stamos different kind painter 
for his impulse usually cured direct sensory experience. His 
tenor has always been clear and gentle. For while tried slip 
into the idiom the East, painting pale, light-filled tones. His last 
show was based the tea ceremony, the rhythm slow and 
elusive. Muted light behind the plane vision spread evenly 
his last paintings, light behind the screen oriental life. But since 
then, Stamos has moved off, seeking fresher more direct images. 

Stamos works with distinct subjects. The sea, the trees, rutted 
fields, flower beds. Unlike Guston, suffers little interference from 
the obscure reaches his psyche. But like Guston, Stamos has had 
come grips with one the most difficult problems today: how 
suggest without describing the significance human experience 
the world nature. this show has given two basic themes. 
One the result trip the Red Sea and the other lexicon 
references his country home. 

Stamos contemplative artist whose feeling for proportion and 
repose things dominates his work. There are inner eruptions 
his painting, but thoughtfully refined observations natural phe- 
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nomena. His lyric feeling emerges most clearly the largest the 
paintings the show Sea Terrace fluid, pale lake 
wash shimmers below. lines laced through the aqueous 
ground suggest the terrace while midnight blue sky holds the 
composition down. has suggested floating keeping the com- 
position fairly well the surface, but there long, rhythmic 
movement upwards, curtailed the vivid sky. 

his other paintings, Stamos concentrates simplifying. His 
color carefullly selected, applied even, thin areas with slight 
variations now and then. His compositions reflect natural movement, 
the sweep the horizon low-lying field, the graded contour 
sand banks. But these are described abstractly, often with altered 
perspective. Like most contemporary painters, Stamos avoids deep 
recession, preferring spread his compositions laterally that 
they may continue surrounding space. What Stamos has done 
his recent work combine natural observation with metaphors 
for the senses putting his work squarely the camp the lyricists. 

younger painter having his second one-man show the Bertha 
Schaefer Gallery temperament lyricist. Since first started 
showing, Angelo Ippolito demonstrated deep love for landscape 
especially Mediterranean sun-dissolved vistas. Since Ippolito was 
born Italy and studied there after the war, not surprising that 
his works reflects heritage. The golds, carmines and sapphire blues 
his paintings are identical with those the Quattrocento painters. 

earlier work the was always abstract landscape. 
built opaque ground—often deep red ochre—and 
placed clusters squared shapes suggesting country houses, 
sometimes beach cabanas. When there was horizon was dis- 
placed, made part the whole. With these blocks forms, which 
move usually horizontally, Ippolito seemed want symbolize his 
experience with nature. interesting that number painters 
during the past years have taken the loosely-formed block shape, 
moving around the painting will. Perhaps this the only way 
avoid the baroque excess expressionism without abandoning 
altogether the image. These forms can moved their color—a 
pastose yellow pushing forward, gray receding—and serve dis- 
sociate the eye from conventional landscape imagery. 

most recent paintings indicate healthy restlessness. 
They are large, more painted, with delicate gradations. The 
pasty surface broken favor fresh, simple larger areas. has 
avoided the horizon-line axis making his small forms circulate 
around void, punctuating movement with black forms. The per- 
spective here complex, and where has large, blue lake 
emptiness, tilts back were above and below the 
same time. But these paintings have the air irresolution which 
the drawings and collages have not. 

the elegant collages that see unerring instinct 
for the lyrical. These appear landscapes, but landscapes which 
have been pressed through many transmutations, mingled with the 
interior the storage bin images. They are spacious, 
monumental with fewer and more irregular forms gliding along the 
surface long bands. The forms exist splendid atmosphere, 
painted glistening whites sky blues, and spell out the beauty 
objects poised delicately, and lighted specially imaginary 
landscape. The artist strikes balance forms with exceptional 
grace. need establish harmony his work. Like 
Guston and Stamos, attempting find analogues his emo- 
tional experiences with things outside himself.
